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Tax Assessor McKinney Again Asks Commission For Financial Help 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
March 24, at the courthouse in Elba, 
and again heard Tax Assessor Mack 
McKinney plead his case in an attempt 
to get reimbursed for $27,834.34 he 
reportedly spent out of his personal 
account because of the now-completed 
tax reappraisal program. 


At the March 10 meeting with 
the Commission, McKinney was _ in- 
structed to provide detailed proof of the 
expenses he claimed to have incurred 
due to the reappraisal program; and at 
Monday’s meeting, McKinney brought 
along his accountant and a detailed 
financial statement. 


**T requested a legal opinion from 
the Attorney General on the matter,” 
stated County Attorney Braxton Rowe, 
‘“‘and he stated that assuming all the 
expenses were caused by the property 
tax reappraisal, the county could 
reimburse the tax assessor up to 
$40,000." 

“I have taken Mr. McKinney's 
bank accounts,’’ reported Mr. Johnny 
Bowden, a certified public accountant, 
‘and have compiled a financial record. 
From April 10, 1978 to September 30, 
1979, Mr. McKinney took in $64,333.50 
in commission from fees, and had 
$65,376.70 in expenses. That is a net 
loss of $1,043.20. When you add to that 
$10,572.13 in personal withdrawals, it 
comes to an equity of $11,615.33." 


‘Back in 1974-75,"’ said McKinney, 
‘*Mr. Donaldson (the former assessor) 
had two employees in Enterprise and 
Elba, and during tag season he added 
one person at each site and paid them 
minimum wage of $1.50 an hour. When 
I came in, minimum wage was $2.90 
and I had to employ 4 people at 
Enterprise and 3 at Elba. I now 
employ a total of 11 (including 2 on 
county payroll), and I'll have to add two 
more additional workers during tag 
season. This job has been a chore and a 
challenge! I'm not asking for $40,000- 
all | want is $27,834.34, a fair amount.”’ 
“I've said all along I don’t think it’s 
right for a public official to have to pull 
money out of his own pocket to run his 
office,"’ stated Commissioner Bennie

Local Men 


Charged In 
Dothan Robbery 


Three young men from Coffee... 


County were involved in the armed 
robbery of a Junior Food Store in 
Dothan last week, and one of the men 
was killed when the getaway car 
crashed just west of the traffic circle. 

Police identified the dead man as 
Joseph Stricklin, 19, of Enterprise, a 
passenger in the car: Rex Allen 
Strickland, 18, of Elba, the driver of the 
car, was arrested and charged with 
armed robbery, and first degree mur- 
der, while J.B. Glass, 18, also of Elba, 
was charged with armed robbery. 

Dothan police reported that the 
three men entered the convenience 
store around 3:15 a.m. Wednesday 
morning, with one of the men carrying a 
shotgun. A newspaper delivery boy 
drove into the store’s parking lot and 
saw the robbery in progress, and 
hurried to a nearby store to telephone 
police. 

Police arrived at the store, and when 
the suspected robber left, gave ‘chase. 


The getaway car began to pull away, 


about 2% miles from the store, but the 
driver lost control and the car turned 
over. The driver and a passenger in the 
front seat were thrown from the vehicle, 
while the other passenger was pinned 
under the vehicle. Police stated Stricklin 
was killed instantly. 
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Cemetery with Hayes Faneral Home 
directing. 

Brunson was the founder, past 
president and Chairman of the Board of 
Elba Exchange Bank. He died last 
Sunday in a Hattiesburg, Mississippi, 
hospital. His body was returned to his 
home in Elba - ‘The Hill,’’ and was 
then transferred Sunday afternoon to 
the Board room of The Elba Exchange 
Bank and he lay in state there until just 
prior to the 2 p.m. funeral. 

In 1921, Brunson married Leola 
Johnson of Samson, who died in 1965, 

He later married Annie Lou Nichols, 
who survives him. 

Other survivors include four daugh- 
ters - Mrs. Otto Luening of New York, 
N.Y., Mrs. Virgil Day of Chappaqua, 
N.Y., Mrs. William Sparks of Tupelo, 
Mississippi, and Mrs. Wilbur Bullock 
of Hattiesburg, Mississippi; four 
‘grandsons - John Baldwin Day and 
Peter Day, both of New York; John O. 
Sparks and David Sparks, both of 
Tupelo, Mississippi; one great- 
grandson, John Edmund Day of New 
York; one sister - Mrs. Beatrice Saxon, 
of Birmingham, AL. 4 

Pallbearers were grandsons, 
nephews and members of the Board of 
Directors of the Elba Exchange Bank. 

Brunson was the oldest son of John 
Franklin and Ella Tredwell Brunson. He 
was born at Victoria in North Coffee 
County on March 18, 1888. He moved 
to Elba with his parents in 1908 and 
resided in a home his father built on the 
present site of the Elba Exchange Bank. 

Educated in Coffee County schools, 
Newton Academy and a Birmingham 
business college, Brunson taught school 
in Coffee County and worked in banks in 
Elba and Kinston before the Depres- 
sion. He later established the Elba 
Insurance Agency and became an 
independent banker when he opened 


the Elba Merchants Exchange. 

In 1938 he established the Elba 
Exchange Bank and served as its 
president until retirement. He contin- 
ued as chairman of the bank’s board of 
directors. 

Brunson was active in community, 
city and church life. He taught Sunday 
School, served as superintendent of 
Sunday School and was an active 
member of the Board of Deacons of the 
Elba First Baptist Church for 50 years. 


A John F. Brunson Memorial 
Scholarship Fund has been established 
as a living tribute to Mr. Brunson, and 
to honor his lifelong keen interest in 
education.

Kinston Students Talk With Bill Dickinson 


Kinston High School students had 
the opportunity to directly question 
Alabama Congressman Bill Dickinson 
on Monday of this week when a 
telephone hook-up was made from 
Washington to the school office and 
then through loud speaker into the 
auditorium where a group of senior 
students were assembled to hear the 
questions and answers. 

Students asked a number of ques- 


tions concerning state, national and 
world events, and matters pending 
before Congress. Among the questions 
were - effect of ERA; draft registration; 
recent U.N. vote on Middle East 


problem; controls or firearm registra- 
tion; Russia and SALT talks; windfall 
profits tax; hostage situation in Iran; 
balance-the-budget effect on inflation; 
foreign investments in U.S., and the 
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Shah going to Egypt.

The question 
and answer session lasted for about 45 
minutes. It was moderated by Grady L. 
Hughes of Hartford, who works with 
Dickinson on this project in high schools 
throughout the 2nd Congressional Dis- 
trict.

Coffee County cut its allocation to the 
Forestry Department to only $6,120, 
and when matched by the state, this will 
provide enough money for a one-man 
operation. It will take a total of $55,000 
to pay for a 3-man crew, and that does 
include the state’s share. One man 
can’t fight fires and cover the whole 
preety but that could be all you'll 

ave.” 


‘“] don’t think everyone realizes 
how very important the Forestry 
Department is,’’ said Commissioner 
Beckham. ‘‘You don’t, thatis, until you 
need it. I would sure hate to have to do 
without it.’’ 


The Commission was reminded 
that forestry is the Number Two 
industry in Coffee County, and it was 
asked to reconsider its priorities. The 
Commission discussed looking at the 
budget and promised to try to find a 
means of funding the department,

***was told Couch Construction has 
applied to the Alabama Air Pollution 
Control Commission to construct an 
asphalt plant near Enterprise; 
***decided to get 3 proposals for 
repairing the roof at the office complex 
and send the bill to the roofing company 
who originally installed the roof; 

***a greed to make two payments to Mr, 
Charles Baker to finish buying land now 
in use as landfilt (amount left to pay is 
$43,867); 

***were reminded they have until April 


30 to report their financial disclosures to 
the Alabama Ethics Commission (fail- 
ure to comply is $10,000 or 10 years in 
prison); 

***authorized Landfill Manager Buck 
Tindol to attend an environmental 
conference in Montgomery; 

***a oreed to let the Elba Rescue Squad 
hold an Arts and Crafts show on the 
courthouse grounds; 

***received an offer from the State Civil 
Defense Association to help Coffee 
County help bring its program up to 
standards so it will be eligible to receive 
funding; 

***allocated $2,000 for clerical assist- 
ance needed in the Wilkerson Creek 
Watershed and Pond Creek Watershed 
projects; 
**was told the County Highway 
Department would auction used equip- 
ment on April 12 at 10:00 a.m. at the 


County Shop; 

***a proved a bi-weekly raise of $27 for 
Assitant Engineer Tim Hornsby;

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Ye ole editor had to stop talking long enough to get a doctor's 
appointment one day last week, but was lucky. Elba was 
suffering with two of its four active doctors sick, and the other 
two trying to keep up; but we slid right in at the wire in the 
afternoon. This put us to thinking, and after a little checking, 
we find that, under normal conditions, all of our local doctors 
are overloaded. While there is still a crying need for a local 
surgeon, there is also a crying need for one or more doctors 
practicing family medicine. One of the doctors said we could 
use two more of these immediately. It is a whole lot easier to 
solve such problems if a lot of local citizens show a genuine 
concern for community improvement. Local folks need to get 
behind efforts to secure more doctors and welcome the new 
folks when they do look or move to Elba. 


We had a telephone call last week complaining about the 
potholes in the city streets. . . in fact some almost washed 
away. We agree it is a problem, but tried to make light of it to 
this female caller. We reminded her of the game we played 
as a child of ‘‘not stepping on the cracks’’ as we walked down 
the sidewalk. We suggested she join the growing multitude 
in Elba that drive down the street and see how many blocks 
they can go without hitting a pothole with either wheel. Some 
children try it with bicycles, but it is even harder on a car. If 
you are going to try this game as part of a competition, there 
are several streets you will learn to avoid completely, as the 
whole street is a pothole! 


Wednesday morning it was raining early in the day. While 
taking our children to school, we noticed all the teenagers at 
the high school huddled inside of cars out of the rain, One car 
stood out from all the rest, as one of the occupants had placed 
his or her books on top of the car before getting inside, and 
the rain was really working on those books. Some parent has 
several books to pay for by now. 


Sunday morning the Elba Methodist Church had some 
dramatic props to go with some preacher's sermon about 
“fire and burning in hell.’’ Services had just gotten 
underway when smoke started puffing up through the heater 
vents. After some fast running around, hand-twisting, etc., 
the heater was turned off and the preacher managed to get 
MOST of us into the educational building so he could 
complete the sermon, It was a bit amusing that people 
grabbed all sorts of things needed to conduct the service, but 
much to the distress of Minister Ed Henne, not a single 
person bothered to move the collection plates. Ed had to wait 
until after his sermon and hope folks would still drop their 
money in the cup as they left the building. We didn’t 
embarrass him with asking the success of that particular 
collection. Now, maybe he will think twice before asking us 
some embarrassing question! 


The Federal courts have again said it is too late for court 
challenges of the huge Tennessee-Tombigbee waterway 
project, but the victory for those of us favoring the project 
may be a hollow one. The budget-cutting mood in the U.S. 
Congress may cut some of the funds allocated for such 
projects. . . in fact we expect to see these items cut before 
cuts in the huge welfare budgets. This seems practical when 
you think that those doing the outting are keeping one eye on 
the number of voters that get mad when the purse strings are 
drawn tight. 


Representative Jimmy Holley has introduced a resolution in 
the Alabama House of Representatives calling for the 
Pardons and Paroles Board to ‘‘grant immediate parole or 
pardon’’ to former State Treasurer, Mrs. Melba Till Allen. 
After a number of folks asked us what was behind his actions, 
we asked Jimmy. Well, he repeated just what he had said on 
the floor of the house, and that was that he felt the bankers 
were as guilty as she, and if they were not going to jail, then 
neither should she. We have had a number of Coffee County 
people express the same opinions in the past, but really doubt 
that the majority would vote to turn her loose . . . at least 
basing it on our incoming phone calls and visits. We expect 
the resolution to die in the House committee, but 
Representative Holley thinks otherwise.

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Lewey Stephens Honored Upon Guard Retirement 


of the nation’s 
decorations was 
awarded Col. Lewey 
Stephens, Jr., of Elba in an 
Alabama National Guard 
change-of-command __ cere- 
mony at Montgomery last 
weekend. 

Emotion welled up in the 
eyes of the former district

highest 


attorney, as Maj. Gen. 
James A. Mickle, Com- 
manding General, 167th 
Support Command 
(COSCOM), Alabama 
National Guard, presented 
Stephens the Legion of 
Merit. 

The award for excep- 


tionally meritorious service 


in a position of great 
responsibility during the 
period November 1973 to 
February 1980 cited 


Stephens for innovative and 
aggressive leadership, re- 
sulting in a high degree of 
readiness for troops under 
his command. 

“During my time, I've 
met more fine people in the 
Alabama National Guard 
than any one place I know,” 
Stephens said. 

‘It is they who made this 
award possible, and you can 
bet i'm going to miss every 
one of them.”’ 


Passing the 31st Support 
Group (Area) colors to his 
successor, Lt. Col. Joseph C. 
Page, drew the curtain on 30 
years of devoted citizen- 
soldier service for Stephens 
who had commanded the 
group for three years. 


‘Heck, this is only me 
second ‘retirement’, and I'm 
not through yet,’’ Stephens 
laughed, indicating he has no 
intention of simply fading 
away. 

“Some people think of 
me as a retired lawyer, but I 
seem to be trying cases just 
about every day.”’ 

The district attorney for 
Coffee and Pike counties for 
18; years, Stephens is now 
officially on “super- 
numerary’’ status, on call 
anywhere his services might 
be needed. 

But the ‘‘reserve’’ public 
prosecutor's services are 
enough in demand that 
Stephens doesn’t take ‘'re- 
tirement’’ literally, and 
won't until removed from the 
reserve rolls. 

A military career leading 
to the second ‘‘retirement”’ 
began when Stephens en- 
listed in the U, S. Army right 
after graduation from New 
Brockton High School in 
1943. 


He wound up in the U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers in 
the South Pacific alongside 
many other Alabamians who 
were called to active duty 
with the 31st Dixie Division 
before the war or later 
assigned to it. Stephens 
helped support three of the 
division’s Southwest Pacific 
campaigns. 

Taking a law degree from 
the University of Alabama 
under the G. I. Bill in 1950, 
Stephens joined the Alabama 


National Guard in 1950 with 
a direct commission as 
second lieutenant of field 
artillery. 

When the 3ist Dixie 
Division was again called to 
active duty for the Korean 
Conflict in early 1951, 
Stephens added 21 months to 
his three years of previous 
active military service, this 
time training troups. 

After release from active 
duty, he reorganized Battery 
A of the 933rd Field Artillery 
Battalion at Elba which got 
its federal recognition 
February 27, 1953, and 
remained in command until 
1961, 

When promoted to major 
in 1964, Stephens claims to 
have been the ‘‘ranking’’ 
captain in the entire army. 

Other assignments 
placed him on the 3ist Dixie 
Division and Emergency 
Operations Headquarters 
staff, and in command of the 
933rd Composite Battalion 
which was later reorganized 
as a 3ist Armored Brigade 
service support battalion. 

He later served as Chief 


of Staff for the Alabama: 
National Guard's Troop 
Command. 


One of the ‘told school’ 
who believes that every 
citizen ought to be willing to 
pay their dues, Stephens 


can’t understand the hue and 
cry over plans to bring back 
registration for a draft which 
would only be revived in a 
national emergency anyway. 

If it were up to him, 


Stephens would like to see 
universal military training 
required of every citizen, 
man or woman, thinking the 
Israelis have the right idea. 

‘'We are recognizable no 
longer as strong militarily as 
we once were, and on top of 
that we're facing a terrifi- 
cally high rate of inflation 
that threatens to plow us 
under economically," he 
said. 

‘For the first time in my 
life, | fear for our country’s 
safety, and I think we're 
going to take a long, hard 
look at the attitudes and 
beliefs which may well have 
helped get us in this shape, if 
we hope to turn it around."’ 

The old soldier showed 
up at the  change-of- 
command ceremony wearing 
a rampled hat, gold braid of 
field grade officer on this bilf 
discolored from 16 years of 
heavy duty service. 

A well-known practical 
joker, Stephens couldn't 
resist one more chance to put 
one over on Mickle who had 
once given him a good- 
natured scolding about the 
old hat, threatening to 
trample the moth-eaten thing 
afoot if he ever saw rt agian. 

During the change-of- 
command ceremony, in 
which he praised Stephens as 
one of the Alabama National 
Guard's ablest commanders, 
Mickle merely acknowledged 
the gag with a quick glance 
and knowing grin in a final 
gesture of respect and 
cameraderie.

New Fishing 
Laws In Effect 


Conservation Enforce- 
ment Officers T. W. Tomp- 
kins and Jim Tucker of 
Coffee County reminded 
county anglers to be aware of 
the new fishing license 
requirements that were 
passed into law last year. 

The three major changes, 
the officers said, were the 
raising of the fee on the 
Annual! State Fishing License 
from $3.00 to $6.00; the 
requirement for a $1.00 Hook 
and Line (cane pole) License 
in the county of residence; 
and the requirement for an 
Annual State Fishing License 
for those fishing with hook 
and line (cane pole) outside 
thier county of residence. 

Some further clarification 
is needed in the last two legal 
requirements, Officers 
Tompkins and Tucker noted. 
Specifically what the law 
means, they said, is that can 
pole fishermen who live in 
Coffee County can have 
$1.00 License if they are 
fishing in Coffee County, but 
if they want to fish in an 
adjoining county with a cane 
pole, they must purchase an 
Annual State Fishing License 
at the cost of $6.00.

tish, Wayne

While the decisions of the 
courts, ruling out prayer in 
the schools, still ring out 
across this nation, there 
comes that resounding Word 
of God - “Pray without 
ceasing.’’ (I Th. 5:17). ‘Men 
ought always to pray and not 
to faint.’’ (Luke 18(1). Per- 
haps their decision has caus- 
ed many to cease praying 
altogether, 

How many have sat down 
and pondered in their hearts 
since that decision, and came 
up with these questions: 
Why pray at all? or, Does it 
pay to pray? Was not a 
similar ruling made by the 
courts during the time of 
Daniel? The ruling that 
affected Daniel was far 
greater than the ruling hand- 
ed down by our courts. Even 
though Daniel knew the 
penalty for praying, he ceas- 
ed not making his petition 
three times a day. (Daniel 
6:13), When the penalty for 
praying was carried out 
against Daniel, it is little 
wonder that he answered the 
king, ‘‘O king, live forever. 
My God hath sent his angel, 
and hath shut the lions’ 
mouths, that they have not 
hurt me."’ (Daniel 6:21-22). 

The power of prayer must 
be recognized by all believ- 
ers. It is not hard to answer 
the question, Does it pay to 
pray? Jesus, even though he 
was the Son of God, prayed 
often, Observe the following 
scriptures: 

(Mark 1:35] ‘‘And in the 
morning, rising up a great 
while before day, he went out 
and departed unto a solitary 
place, and there prayed.’’ 

poe 6:46) ‘*And when 
he sent them away, he 
departed into a mountain to 

ray.’’ 

[Luke 22:41] ‘‘And he

was withdrawn from them 
about a stone’s cast, and 
kneeled down and prayed. 
{v. 42], saying, Father, if 
thou be willing, remove this 
cup from me; nevertheless, 
not my will, by thine, be 
done.”’ 

Christ knew the import- 
ance of prayer; therefore, He 
gives instructions concerning 
prayer. Observe the parable 
of the unjust judge: 

“‘And he spoke a parable 
unto them to this end, that 
men ought always to pray 
and not to faint, saying, 
There was in a city a judge, 
which feared not God neither 
regarded man; and there was 
a widow in that city, and she 
came unto him, saying, 
Avenge me of my adversary. 
And he would not for a while, 
but afterward he said within 
himself, Though I fear not 
God nor regard man, yet 
because this widow troubleth 
me, I will avenge her, lest by 
her continual coming she 
weary me. And the Lord 
said, Hear what the unjust 
judge saith. And shall not 
God avenge his own elect, 
which cry day and night unto 
him -- I tell you that he will 
avenge them  speedily.’’ 
(Luke 18:1-8) 

Yes, there are those in 
high places that fear not 
God, nor regard man. 
Christians should not fear 
man’s ruling, when in op 
sition to God’s Word, but 
should speak as the apostles 
did when they were forbid- 
den to teach in His name. 
“We ought to obey God 
rather than man.’’ (Acts 
5:29) i 
Herod, having put James 
to death, saw that it pleased 
the people, and proceeded 
further by imprisoning Peter.

For 
late May or early June, plant 
Ransom or Bragg. For your 
late plantings in June and 
later, use Hutton, Cobb or 
Coker 488.

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NO-TILL PAYS OFF AGAIN 

Recent heavy rains have 
caused substantial damage 
in the cropland fields. I ask 
you to compare these fields 
to a field planted no-till in 
small grain, or corn residue. 


one ton per acre per year. 
To compare the soil loss 
from your field using conven- 
tional methods of planting to 
that of no-till planting, I give 
you the following example. 
If a dump truck went into 


For over 20 years Soil your field and hauled out 10 
Conservation districts and tons of soil per acre or put 
Soil Conservation Service another way -- if they hauled 


out 8 dump truck loads of 
topsoil you would be 
extremely mad. Yet this is 
exactly what rainwater is 
doing while we are sitting in 
our living room in air con- 
ditioned comfort. If you were 
paying for this topsoil, you 
would pay over $70 per 
truckload, so if you own 200 
acres of land, you would have 
to pay $5660 to replace this 
topsoil. 

Not only is this valuable 


personnel have encouraged 
the use of no-till planting to 
stop erosion, In the last few 
years research and farmer 
experiences have proven that 
no-till does have many ad- 
vantages. 

No-till planting provides 
farmers with fuel efficiency 
time savings and protection 
of their land. In most cases 
the protective cover on the 
land prevented heavy wash- 
ing in fields such as we have 


just seen in our county, topsoil being lost, but you

Are your aware of the 
amount of salt we consume 
each day? The intake of salt 
is between ten and twelve 
grams or five or six tea- 
spoons per day. About three 
grams of this total occur 
naturally in the food we eat.

And 
three grams are added in 
cooking and at the table. 

Salt is our major source of 
the mineral sodium. And it's 
really the amount of sodium 
we get that’s of concern. 

Food isn't the only source 
of sodium in our diet.

SALT 

Eating salt may be okay 
for some people, but it can be 
harmful for others. 

If you decide to cut back 
on salt, try using herbs and 
lemon juice for seasoning.

Eat plenty of fresh foods, 
Commercially canned and 
frozen foods may contain 
added salt, so CHECK THE 
LABEL. 


SUGAR 

There's a place for some 
sugar in our diet, but most of 
us are overdoing it. To cut 
back, use unsweetened cer- 
eal or cereal with fresh fruit 
INSTEAD of sugar.

THE FOOD PRICE - 
INCOME RATIO 

A modern Rip Van Win- 
kle would be shocked at 
today’s food prices; what 
cost 80 cents in 1960 is over 
$2.30 now. But, according to 
some government econom- 
ists, Van Winkle would find 
himself better off than ever if 
he could step into life 
today. 

These economists point 
out that income is up more 
sharply than food prices. The 
average family spends only 
16.5 percent of their dispos- 
able income on food, a drop 
from about 20 percent in 
1960. 


ECONOMY CONTAINERS 

Food purchased in large 
containers usually costs less 
than the same amount of 
food bought in several small 
containers. However, the 
large size container is NOT a 
good buy if the food will be 
left over and eventually 
thrown out. This may 
happen if using up the food 
means serving monotonous 
meals, or if you cannot store 
the food properly and in a 
convenient place. 

If you can store and use a 
large container of food, it 
may make the food more 
convenient and save money.

Inflation isn’t an easy 
problem to solve, But, it can 
be beaten by setting goals 
and changing habits. 

Setting goals means de- 
ciding what you want out of 
life for yourself or your 
family. When you do decide, 
you can alter your money 
management habits to help 
reach these desired goals.

Take a positive approach 
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17 percent of adults have 
high blood pressure. Sodiam 
intake is but one of the 
factors known to affect blood 
pressure. Obesity, in partic- 
ular, seems to play a major 
role. 

In populations with low- 
sodium intakes, high blood 
pressure is rare. In contrast, 
high blood pressure is com- 
mon in populations with high 
sodium intakes. If people 
with high blood pressure 
severely restrict their sodium 
intakes, their blood pressure 
will usually fall -- although 
not always to normal levels. 

At present, there's no 
good way to predict who will 
develop high blood pressure. 
However, certain groups, 
such as blacks, have a higher 
incidence. Low-sodium diets 
might help some of these 
people avoid high blood 
pressure if they could be 
identified before they devel- 
op the condition. 


SHOE BUYING 

When buying shoes shop 
in the afternoon since your 
feet generally expand during 
the day. But don’t buy shoes 
after a tremendous amount 
of walking because your feet 
may be swollen, 

Have your feet measured 
«ach time you shop for shoes. 
Both of your feet aren't the 
same size, so be sure to have 
your larger foot measured. 

Wear the type socks or 
stockings you plan to wear 
with shoes most of the time. 
Always try on the shoes 
before selecting them and 
walk in them to see how they 
support your feet. Your feet 
will also expand with your 
body weight on them. | 

A final reminder is, don’t 
insist on a certain size shoe, 
but purchase shoes that fit 
and feel comfortable.
